House Judiciary Committee 


Recommends Ingalls Bill 


Providing for Holding,: 
Party Conventions 


The first step to emasculate the 


primary election law was taken1, in 
the legislature on Friday, when the 
house judiciary committee recom- 
mended for passage the Ingalls' bill 
for the holding of party conventions. 


Two assemblymen refused to vote 


in favor of the substitute bill, As- 
semblymen Sachtjen, Madison,, and 
Alex Ruffing of Milwaukee. 
The 


fight against this bill will probably 
be lead by Assemblyman Sachtjen. 


The Ingalls' plan calls for'party 


conventions to be made up of one. 
delegate from each precinct in ''the^ 
state. Two candidates for each state 
office could be named, one would be 
the majority choice and the other 
the rninoritv choice. 
This 
would 


give clear advantage to the majority. 
If such a bill is to be enacted into 
law it means the return to the con- 
vention system. Following this hy- 
dred measure within a few years 
would come another for the complete 
return to the caucus system, which- 
this state discarded .in disgust: 
•.-. 


1 There is nothing in' the measure 
which, would -prevent- any "man- nni- 
nirisr'for office by circulating 
his 


nomination papers. Ingalls' cla_ims 
that' for years the different factions 
have been holding conferences and 
that this bill -would give legality'to 
such a plan. 
There will be a regular line-Tip 


over this bill. For many years ef- 
forts have been made to cripple or 
change the election law, but this is 
the first time that a .committee.re- 
port has been so favorable for' a 
change. 


The- Ingalls' bill was made a -spe- 


cial order for next Thursday at .10 
o'clock.

Senator Hirsch Introduces 


Measure in Senate; 


Is Adopted 


A resolution for 
the establish- 


ment of friendly relations and for 
the resumption of trade with the 
Russian people was offered in the 
senate by Senator Joseph J. Hirsch, 
Milwaukee. 


Senator Hirsch declared that'his 


resolution has the endorsement of 
organized labor and of many sim- 
ilar organizations. 


The resolution was adopted with 


little discussion by the Senate. 


The resolution says: 
"The chaos of world economic se- 


curity ensuing from the tragedies of 
the late war, together with an im- 
poverished trade and 
commercial' 


status of all nations, resulting in a 
lack of employment, shortage. _. of 
supplies and manufactured products 
and unestimated 
suffering to .hu- 


manity. 


"A speedy resumption of trade 


and commercial relationship among 
nations would materially tend to re- 
move the dangers of economic afld 
commercial depression now existing, 
give employment to the five mil- 
lions of idle American working men, 
and place our great inactive indrfs- 
trial plants on a flourishing basis. 


"The great Russian empire with 


its unlimited natural resources, vast 
areas of tillable fields, and one hun- 
dred, and eighty millions of people 
is in dire necessity for the manufac- 
tured - products that the industries 
and people of Wisconsin, an well 'as 
other states can so profitably pro^ 
duce.

characterized the university situa- 
tion as "serious", referring to the 
accident two weeks ago, and Aid.

.. The new bill would •eliminate $1,- 
700,000 of the state general prop- 
erty tax for the construction 
of 


state trunk highways; $785,000 uscd- 
from the general fund for state anfl 
highway construction; and $100,000 
a year used for special bridge con- 
struction. This would take the place 
of the personal property tax.on mo- 
tor vehicles which with the allowed 
personal property offset on motor 
vehicles would also be eliminated. 


Under the provisions of the Hirst 


plan the counties would no longer 
have to contribute towards federal 
highway construction 
funds. 
At 


present the state, federal govern- 
ment, and the counties each contrib- 
ute one third 
of federal aid con- 


struction work, $1,700,000 a year. 


One half the salary 
of all 
the 


county 
highway 
commissioners 


would be paid by the state from the 
amount collected under this privi- 
lege tax.

To have a huge increase in the 


value of farm lands and buildings 
from 1910 to 1920 is the distinction 
o£ Crawford county as ' indicated 
from the census of the commerce bu- 
reau department. The increase was 
$11.579,216 or 121 per cent. 
The 


total number of acres in the farm 
lands for cultivation in Crawford 
county lias, however, decreased 13,- 
7(x> or 4 per cent, and the improved 
land shows a decrease of 6,436 acres 
or 4.1 from April 15, 1910 to Jan. 
1, 1920. 


Approximately $40,234,996, or 114 


per cent, is the increase in the farm 
land and building values of Grant 
county since April 13, 1910 and 23,- 
076 is the decrease in the number 
of farm acres cultivated and 24,570 
is the decreased in the amount of 
improved land^ during the last 10 
years. 


The domestic animals in Grant 


county have decreased 46,2C8. The 
farms reporting animals were 3,986 
in nunvber in 1910 and 3,979 in 
1920, 
a drop of 67 farms. 
Vernon 


county has increased her farm lands 
and building values 108 per cent in 
the last ten years, from §21,151,657 
to $4.1,048,504. Richiand county re- 
ports indicate a 96.3 per cent raise 
or about $17,176,753 more in the val- 
ue of the farm lands and buildings. 
With an increase of $9,275,4-02 or 
58.8 per cent in her farm values, 
Portage county comes next, followed 
by Waushara with an increase of 
32.3 
per cent or $4,624,531. 


The records from Richland and 


Vernon counties show a decrease iri 
the number of domestic animals dur- 
ing the last 10 years.

TAX IS DEAD 


E 


VIDENCE accumulates that the sales tax proposal, offered 
by Wall Street bankers and brought to the Senate by Sen- 


ator Smoot, has died in the cradle. Its main feature was to give 
tho Government 51,000,000,000 out of the $4,000,000,000 that 
manufacturers would be licensed to take from the people. 


And what excites more interest in the seeming death of the 


sales tax plan is the odd circumstance that no other tax is being 
advocated m its place. Of course the excess profits tax and 
heavy surtax on incomes will be repealed to fulfil] a Republican 
campaign promise to big business. And that will clip a good 
billion dollars from the Treasury income. 


How will the Government pay its big post - war bills? 


Rumor says it will be done this way: The Executive departments 
will go right along spending and running up bills which they 
have no money to pay. Bflls that a government runs up that 
way are caDed a "deficit." During the great war we got used 
to "deficits," and nearly «roy big department learned how to 
torn them out. 


Before the end at the year there wffl be some talk about 


how the new defldt fa to be taken care of. By that time, also, 
the owners of Industry will have saved a lot of money by reason 
of the excess profits and income surtaxes which they will no 
longer have to pay. They will have this money in banks, wait- 
Ing for a good investment. 


Pox some time to come, it is estimated, the best investment 


wffl be a government bond—especiaDy a new issue of govern- 
ment bonds, bearing a high rate of interest. So we are likely 
to have a new bond issue offered to the "public." It will prob- 
ably run only to a couple of billion dollars—just enough for the 
boys who have been economical and put in the bank what they 
saved by having the rich man's taxes repealed. 


The G. 0. P. has not lost all its cunning. It will make the 


rich happy by repealing the tax on wealth. It will make the 
poor man happy by not substituting any other tax—for the time 
being. And it wifl give "everybody" a chance to invest his sav- 
ings in a brand new government loan. 


WOULD REDUCE ACCIDENTS 


A 


S a result of an investigation in 1920 by the Massachusetts 
Department of Labor and Industries a safety council has 


been organized in that state with the object of reducing acci 
dents to employes on street and steam railways. 


According to the April "Labor Review," the U. S. Depart- 


ment of Labor monthly which gives the report of the Massa- 
chusetts Labor and Industries Department, safety engineers and 
others engaged in accident prevention work will serve on the 
new safety council committees. There wiD also be instruction 
in industrial accident prevention in the pubMc continuation 
schools of the state. 


Investigation of private employment agency fees has also 


been made in the state at the instance of the department; and at 
tht request of the U. S. Employment Service the Massachusetts 
Department of Labor has begun to collect monthly data as to 
the number of persons employed in the principal manufacturing 
establishments in various cities, like Boston, Springfield and 
Worcester.
